be established. The Secretary thinks investi- 
gation into the causes of the disturbance and 
vicissitudes of labor will be pro- 
ductive of better results than a mere 
enunciation of facts, The report will 
show that the present system of municipal 
revenues is overwhelmingly in faver of 
wealthy corporations as well as rich individ- 
ualé aud discriminating against the small 
houseowner. In support of this sho the 
report will cite not less than 2,000 ules 
of property in twenty-two different localities 
of Chicago, this property, being of different 
values, arranged in progressive scales, giving 
the ownership and the different rate of taxa- 
tion; it will give a list of twenty-five of the 
wealthiest real estate holders in Chicago, the 
real and assessed valuation of their holdings 
and the taxes on the same, contrasting these 
valuations and taxes with those upon property 
of medium-sized and small valuations. 

In all these respects the report will demon- 
strate that in the rapid development of Chi- 
cago, capital, without any effort on the part of 
its holders, is able to command enormous 
revenues, while the small home owner, taxed 
out of all proportion to his property, had to 
suffer a decrease in his earnings, and yet by 
collective ownerships of these small holdings 
and by his daily toil and his very existence 
made the accumulation of capi possible, 
This part of the report will be the story of 
the unearned increment told in facts and fig- 
ures. 

Concerning the gas companies it is shown 
they pay not one cent of annual revenue to 
the city for the use of the public streets, in 
which they have over 1,500 miles of mains, 
which they tear * with great frequency for 
the purpose of making house connections and 
repairs, and which they leave in a condition 
unfit for traffic until the city makes the re- 
pairs or repavements. These companies, of 
course, pay taxes on their plants is, the 
gas works proper, but only at the same rate 
as other large property-holders—greatly less 
than the rate to be paid by the owners of 
small homes. 

It is shown that the actual value of the gas 
plants is about $15,000,000, while the ag- 
gregate face value of their securities is $72,- 
000,000, Ot this amount $55,000,000 have 
been issued by the Chicago Gas company. 
Upon this tremendous water the com- 
pany pays dividends ranging from 5 to 6 per 
cent annually, or, taking $10,750,000 as the 
company’s share in the $15,000,000 of actual 
value of all plants an average income of 28 
per cent per annum upon the money actually 
invested.

These com- 
panies, like the gas companies, pay the usual 
tax rate for corporations to the city upon 
their real and personal property. For their 
franchiges they pay a license fee of $50 an- 
nually for pe car. This license fee aggre- 
gated for the year 1893 not more than 659, 
079, though if the actual number of cars 
owned by these companies were taxed it 
should have been $241,950. The discré 
ancy is due to the fact that no license certifi- 
cate is required for each car used, but that 
the number of daily trips made by the cars of 
each company is computed and the total di- 
vided by thirteen, the result being considered 
the use of one car. 

From all these premises, the report argues, 
the discrimination in taxation against the la- 
borer, artisan, shopkeeper, and the great mid- 
die class generally is so palpable that in it 
must be found one of the chief causes of labor 
disturbances.

SOME BILLS 10 BE INTRODUCED. 


One to Insure Better Police Protection to 
Persons in the Country. 

SprineGFizxp, III., Jan. 9.—Senator Dunlap 
has several bills in embryo which he will put 
in shape for introdution. He thinks more 
police protection should be rendered to per- 
sons residing outside of cities and towns. As 
the law now stands any person wishing to ap- 
prehend a criminal is compelled to go to con- 
siderable expense to accomplish it with small 
chance of ever being refunded this expense 
by the County Board. The remedy for this, 
Mr. Dunlap thinks, will be in a State Police 
Board, which would act as a bureau from 
which details of misdoings could be sent to 
officers of every locality and a standing re- 
wurd offered for the apprehension of lav 
breakers. 

Senator Dunlap thinks the public highways 
of the State are too wide and offer a place for 
the growth of unsightly weeds. He expects 
to introduce a bill providing that the width 
of the roads may be reduced to 40 feet on 
the petition of adjoining property-owners, 
The regulation width of roads is now 66 feet, 
and a reduction of 26 feet would save ten 
sections of land for Champaign County alone,

The boners who quit work Monday in the 
packing-houses at the Stock-Yards yesterday 
held a meeting in Wooli’s Hall and heard 
from their fellow-strikers. It was decided to 
try and secure a compromise of some sort, 
and after a long discussion they concluded, 
first, that they dia not want any reduction; 
and, secondly, they wanted the old rates re- 
stored after a fixed time. As a result 
of the decision a committee consist- 
mg of Edward Bastian, William 
Lidner, Matthew Meyers, and James Wilson 
was appointed to wait on members of the sev- 
eral firms and get an expression from them 
regarding the matter and to report later. 
Ogden Armour was first seen, and he told the 
committee the Chicago houses had to com- 
pete with outside points, and that, while he 
could not restore the wages, he would gladly 
give the old men employment. Mr. Libby 
was next seen, and the men were told that he 
would take them back at the old wages. He 
told them work was slack, and that if there 
was any work the men would get the 
wages demanded, G. Swift told 
the men he was only sorry that the 
times compelled the firm to cut wages. 
He told them the times would not permit the 
action the men wanted. The same reply was 
made by Frank Vogel of Nelson Morris & 
Co. The committee reported their findings to 
the main body and a vote to stay out was 
taken. At the meeting the men claimed that 
in the dull season they made only from 45 
cents to $1.50 a week. With the gangs now 
employed if 500 cattle are killed they are 
through by 9:30 in the mornmg and go 
home, Thetwoand one-half hours net them 
about 37 cents.

Thousands of the unemployed congregated 
today about the City Court, where the men 
arrested as ringleaders of yesterday’s rioting 
were being tried. It was brought out the real 
leaders of the mob wanted to break into the 
savings bank.

MACVEAGH’S “ CLOUDBURST.” 
Apparently Franklin MacVeagh does not 
belong to the class of men who can learn 
wisdom from defeat. His speech to the joint 
Democratic caucus at Springfield shows that 


he does not understand the real reason why’ 


the people did not vote as he wished them to 
vote two months ago, or that he is not candida 
enough to acknowledge it. Probably he is 
still dazed by the defeat, since he professes to 
be unable to tell what happened. He in- 
clines to think it was a eloud burst. He in- 
sists it was not the policy of free trade tariff 
reform that was defeated, but only its defend- 
ers. This is a distinction without much of a 
difference, aud it would seem that Mr. Mac- 
Veagh refuses to regard himself as one of 
those who were beaten, since he went before 
the caucus as a candidate for the bonors of 
Senatorship. | 

The gentleman holds that free trade “ is 
the only cure of unrest, for it is the only con- 
ceivable issue to the great contention which, 
whatever we may wish, is to be, until it is 
settled, the controlling dispute of American 
politics.” Is that a good reason why the 
United States should adopt free trade? It 85 
it would be good logic to urge death by sui- 
cide as the best means of ending the unrest'“ 
of life and the cessation of all effort for 
advancement, since that, too, involves * un- 
rest. There should be no struggle with 
competitors in the grocery business, or in the 
political field, no contest for a United States 
Senatorship, since each of those necessitates, 
“unrest,” and the latter has caused a 
great deal of disquiet to Mr. Mac- 
Veagh. He makes a pitiable. plea 
in the statement. that the Democrats 
were “unorganized” two months ago. 
“There was neither ofganized attack nor 
organized defense. That is strange news to 
the people of this city. at least, and will have 
a strange look to some who live outside of 
Chicago. What was Boss Hopkins doing for 
several weeks preceding the election? What 
did ‘the noble army” of city employés, 
including the police force, do preceding and 
during the election? Was there no “ ergan- 
ization” of Democratic thugs at the polls to 
prevent honest men from voting any other 
than the Democratic ticket, and wherever 
possible to keep the votes from being counted 
into any other result than a Democratic 
victory? The “scholar in politics” must 
think the people have very short memories or 
he could not have the effrontery to assign 
lack of organization as a cause of his defeat. 

Mr. MacVeagh not only speaks disrespect- 
fully of the Democratic pressin saying that 
* no great newspaper attempted to cansist- 
ently defend the party,“ but he substantially 
attacks the party itself, accusing it of trick - 
ery in the past by insinuating that it bas worn 
a mask which now should be thrown off, He 
wants the rarty to “ have the courage of its 
essential underlying 
frankly that it stands for free trade. Mow 
can itso declare except through its party 
platforms and its standard bearers? Its na- 
tional platform of 1892 denounced “ Repub- 
lican protection as a fraud.“ and declared it 
to be “ a fundamental principle of the Dem- 
ocratic party that the Federal Government 
has no constitutional power to im- 
pose and collect tariff duties ex- 
cept for the purpose of revenue only.“ 


The people voted for this in 1892, and during 


the next two years got so thoroughly tired of 
the result that they voted the other way last 
November, in spite of the duicet utterances of 
Mr. MacVeagh assuring them that all they 
wanted was a few more hairs of the dog that 
had bitten them. They repudiated the whole 
litter of pups, and did it in such a unapimous 
way as toindicate there is little hope for a 
national majority in favor of free trade while 
the present generation of voters continues to 
live and remember the disasters of 1893 and 
1894. The popular feeling and action rather 
point to the conclusion that if Mr. Mae Veagh 
should try it sgain on the lines laid down by 
himself he would get into the middle not mere- 
iy of a cloudburst but a skyburst, the Amer- 
ican people declaring for justice to themselves 
in protection to home labor “though the 
heavens should fall on the Democratic 
party. 
BETTER GOVERNMENT IN CITIES. 

Mr. Charles A. Schieren, the reform Mayor 
of Brooklyn, was the guest of the Union 
League club of this city Tuesday night and 
among other speakers gave the club the ben- 
efit of his views upon better goverament in 
large cities. His first proposition was to 
institute a rigid civil service law, thus secur- 
ing and protecting faithful subordinate offi- 
cials, regardiess of what changes may be 
made inthe heads of departments or who 
may be elected Mayor. He would also di- 
vorce the police and fitemen from politics 
and have both passa rigid civil service ex- 
amination. As to the police force in Brook- 
lyn Mayor Schieren said: 

Our last election in Brooklyn proved to the 
citizens how thoroughly a police foree ean be 
maintained and divorced from politics and 
placed on a non-partisan basis, simply attending 
to their ordinary police duties at the polls. 
This new order of things received censiderable 
attention and made a most favorable impression 
upon our people and also pleased the police force 

themselves, because they enjofed perfect free- 
dom From the debasing influences of political 
bosses. 

As to political assessments it was Mayor 
Schieren’s testimony that none are allowed 
to be levied in Brooklyn and that some offi- 
cials who attempted to levy them were 
promptly dismissed from the city service. 
The legitimate expenses of a campaign in 
Brooklyn must be contributed by the icitizens 
of either party and not by the officeholders, 
thus making men in public office more in- 
dependent and free from the influences of 
political workers and wire-pullers, while offi. 
cials will attend more faithfully to their du- 
ties when they know that they are nat owned 
by a ward boss. Finally Mayor Schieren 
answered the question, what is the remedy for 
the misgovernment of cities, as follows: 

Eternal vigilance by the citizens Do your 
duty first and all the time, all of you, no matter 
what your vocation ; follow religiously your pub- 
lic duty as a citizen; put only honest and compe- 
tent men in office; encourage them and stand by 
them, and my word for it you will soon see a dif- 
ferent state of affairs in your municipality; and 
the problem how to effectuate better government 
in large cities will solve itself. It rests with you. 
The people have the power and upon us rests the 

ponsibility 


res of all our misgoverned cities and 
upon no one else. 

Whatever makes for good goverment in 
Brooklyn will make for good government in 
Chicago. The existing conditions in this city’ 
are no more discouraging than they were in 
Brooklyn prior to the time when Mayor 

bega the work of reform. Applying 
his snggestiors to our own municipal goyern- 
ment it may be said that the first steps 
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convictions, and say, 


of spoilsmen and corrupt Aldermen the merit 
system has been applied to the police force. 
The fire department is already out of politics. 
It now remains to take every city department 
out of politics also, It further remains, and 
it is perhaps more important than ull else, 
to take the Mayor out of politics and to pre- 
vent him from intermeddling with municipal, 
State, or national politics under penalty of 
impeachment, the procéedings to be brought 
in any court of record upon information filed 
by five reputable citizens. If Chicago had for 
Mayor euch a man as Mayor Schieren it 
would nat be necessary to take such a step as 
he would be out of polities and would run the 
city as a business corporation. But Chicago 
may not have such a Mayor and it is better 
to be on the safe side. With the Mayor, the 
heads of departments, the police, and the 
firemen out of politics there would be an end 
of machine rule, and there would be an hon- 
est, economical, business-like administration, 
Tenure of office among subordinates would 
depend upon faithful performance of duty 
and theirsuperiors would have no inducement 
to violate business principles and run the city 
in partisan fashion, as they would be free 
from all political influences. A better class 
of officeholders would be secured, for, as 
Mayor Schieren says; 

Honest men who would serve the people faith- 

fully and well object to holding office if they 


must pay tribute to and be controlied by any 
one man or set of men who are “in politics for 


' what there is in it Such men as are needed to 


properly administer public duties decline to be 
the creatures of pothouse politicians” or to 

take office which they can only retain so long as 
the bosses will ailow. 

The success of the experiment in Brooklyn 
is the strongest inducement for Chicago to 
imitate its example. Brooklyn was the first 
of the large cities to come under civil service 
rules. As the result of it a ring of the most 
corrupt politicians in the country has been 
smashed andsome of them have gone to the 
penitentiary. All of its departments are run- 
ning in a business-like manner. The subor- 
dinates are doing good work. The heads of 
departments are managing them as if they 
werein charge of their own business. The 
administration has been so economical that a 


„large sun of money has been saved and 


taxes have been proportionately reduced. It 
is @ model city government. That of Chi- 
cago can be made the same and the Legis- 
lature at Springfield must help inaugurate 
the reform as well as provide ways and means 
for a thorough investigation of abuses which 
it is now evident the Council Committee of 
Police has no intention of making. 


BILL MORRISON AND THE POOLING BILL. 

It was stated yesterday in Tue Txripunp’s 
Washington dispatches that Commissioner 
Morrison had appeared before the Senate 
Inter-State Commerce committee and asked 
for an amendment to the bill to legalize pool- 
ing, giving the commission more power than 
that bill proposes to give it. 

His point is this: The bill, provides that 
every pooling cohtract must be submitted to 
the commission before it can go into effect 
and the commission must disapprove it if— 

Upon inspection it shall be of opinion that the 
operation of any such contract would result in 
unreasonable rates, unjust discrimination, in- 
ferior service to the public, or otherwise con- 
travene any of the provisions of this act. 

In case of the disapproval of a contract the 


roads interested can appeal to the United 
States Circuit Court, which can reverse the 
action of the commission after a hearing has 
been had and permit the contract to go into 
effect. 

Col. Morrison says that if the bill is passed 
in this form the commission will ba ve to ap- 
prove every contract which reads well on its 
face, for we cannot assume the roads intend 
to violate the law. And if a contract is of- 
fered and disapproved of, and an appeal 
taken, the Commissioners will have no evi- 
dence to offer, for their opinions of the 
effect uf the workings of a contract will not 
be evidence. The court would brush their 
opinions on one side and ask for facts. 

This is why the Colonel wants the bili 
amended, much as Cooper of Florida tried to 
have it amended in the House, by striking out 
this appeal to the courts, and thus making the 
power of the Commissioners absolute. 
Whether the people would be any better off in 
one case than in the other is a question. Rail- 
roads have persuasive ways, and they might 
be able to convince the Commissioners of the 
excellence af a contractas quickly as they 
could convinee the Judge of a Circuit Court. 
But as the bill in its present form is satis- 
factory to the roads, and as they claim a large 
majority in the Senate, the presumption is 
that the bill will not be amended, for then. it 
would have to go back to the House, and de- 
lays of that kind are sometimes dangerous. 
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DEMOCRACY AND FREE SILVER. 

Ex-Gov. Boies of Iowa has made a speech 
at Omaha in which heclaimed that bimetal- 
lism is the only hope of the Democracy and 
asserted that it could be obtained by free 
‘adinage, He did not seem quite sure as to 
the best way of accomplishing this, but denied 
the existence of any proof that the parity 
could not be preserved under free coinage at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. He would limit the 
amount to which dollar coins, either of gold 
or silver, shall be a legal tender, and would 
place no other restriction upon their issue. 
This limit he would have fixed high enough 
to cover the ordinary transactions of the com. 
mon people, He thinks the coinage of tne 
silver dollar would become self-regulating 
under such a condition, and that then Con- 
gress should establish a ratio between gold 
and silver at which the parity would seem 
likely to be maintained. He holds this ought 
to be done by decreasing the gold in the gold 
dollar and increasing the quantity cf silver 
in the silver dollar. At this new ratio he would 
have free minting of both gold and silver into 
coins of $5, $10, and $20, upon 
the deposit of either of which, or of their 
equivalent in bullion, the government should 
issue coin certificates payable at the option of 
the government as to time within a specified 
number of years, but at the option of the 
holder of the certificate as to the question in 
which metal he will be paid. Boies would 
have these coins and certificates made legal 
tender in payment of all claims except such 
as had been contracted before the law went 
into effect, with an express or implied obliga- 
tion that they be paid in gold. He ad. 
mits that this might ‘cause some hardship to 
the creditor class,’’ but claims that gold has 
appreciated in value,“ and allows that if the 
metals should part company after the new 
arrangement was made the government would 
have to make good the depreciation in which- 
ever metal became the cheaper of the two. 

The scheme is defective all through. It 
would reduce to the position of token money 
certain gold coins which are admitted by all 
civilized mations to be full value up to their 
face. It would cause an amount of business 
loss and disturbance so vast tLat it cannot be 
measured, and all this for the sake of trying 
an experiment in trying to establish a new 
basis of currency values, involving a cutting 
down of the present unit by a process similar 
to that employed by each of several Kings in 
former ages for the. rabbery of their credit. 
ors, The only apology for this is a wish to 
save the Dempecratic party from extinction 
and the claim that in recent years, during 
which most of the outstanding indebtedness 


is an attempt to mask the effect of Demo- 
cratic mismanagement for the last two years; 
a plea for permission to try torectify one evil 
by the commission of another blunder, Even 


. without making any ailowance for the effects 


of that grievous error there has been no ap- 
preciation of gold that cannot be fully 
accounted for by cheapening in the 
processes of production and transportation, 
by means of which the average hour of labor 
is vastly more productive than it wasa few 
yearsago. Thataverage hour of labor is paid 
a higher wage compensation as measured in 
gold than at any other time previous to a 
quarter of a century ago, in spite of the de- 
cline of wages within the last eighteen or 
twenty months, and but for that decline, 
solely brought about by the Democrats, the 
wage scale per hour would be 40 per cent 
higher today than in 1870, Inasmuch as 
there is an excellent prospect of the Demo- 
cratic policy being reversed it is fair to count 
upon a restoration of the wage scale of two 
years since as measured in full value gold 
money, and not by reference toa shrunken 
unit of currency values, which latter would 
be a mere theoretical gain, not an actual one, 

The Democratic party must be reduced to 
pitiable straits indeed if its only hope of sur- 
vival is to be found ina debasement of the 
currency, such as Boies proposes, to enable 
the workingman to reckon that he receives as 
many dollars for his toil as he did in 1892. 
It is desirable that the toiler should return to 
that wage scale, but there is a vastly better 
way to it than the one proposed by the ex- 
Governor of Iowa. That better way will be 
through a redeclaration of the Republican 
policy of protection to home industry as the 
policy of the government and of the people. 
It may be added that in the scarcely supposa- 
ble case of the Democrats riding into power 
in the way suggested by Boies they would be 
more thoroughly repudiated by the people 
soon afterwards than they were at the elec. 
tion of 1894. The shout for free silver would 
prove to be their death cry. 
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NONSENSE ABOUT THE EARTH. 

The Los Angeles Sunday Times gives near- 
ly six columns of space to an article the 
writer of which denies that the earth is globe. 
shaped, and thinks he proves it not to be 80. 
According to him our planet is more nearly 
spindle-shaped, the form bemg that which 
would be produced by rotating on ita medial 
line a kite whica is semi-circular at one 
end and taperstoa point at the other. The 
point is claimed to be the south pole, and to 
be at or near the surface of the sun. The 
most interesting portion of the article, to 
those who think it of any importance at all, 
is that in which are predicted most direful 
events on the earth within the next 
twenty years or so. The triangle formed 
by San Diego, Yuma, and Colton is to 
be entirely destroyed by earthquakes, and 
Lower California become an island unless the 
fate be warded off by buildmg a canal to 
connect the Pacific Ocean with the Gulf of 
California. Florida is to be visited by ex- 
tensive earthquakes, On the Gulf of Mesico 
all the way from Galveston to New Orleans 
and thence to Pensacola is to be put under 
water up tofour miles inland, The country 
from Buffalo to New York is to suffer severe- 
ly, but cin be saved by the construction of a 
canal to connect those two points. The en- 
tire coast of Portugal is in danger, to over- 
come which it will be necessary to close up 
the Straits of Gibraltar and build two canals 
through France from Marseilles to Havre. 
To save England and Denmark from 
ruin the channel between the north 
coast of France and Ireland ought to 
be closed up, and in order to protect the 
coasts of the countries named and some 
others there ought to be an induction of 
electricity into the ocean to make it possi- 
ble for the molecules of the water to become 
stiff by adhesion. Also it is claimed that the 
earth is liable to tip up some day and be 
canted to one side by reason of the weight of 
a too numerous population in Asia and some 
parts of Europe. The remedy kindly sug- 
gested for this is emigration from the over- 
crowded parts of the earth to the more thinly 
populated regions. The Times is to be con- 
gratulated on having so much space to spare 
for the immense farrago of nonsense it has 
presented to its readers. 


THE BIG DRAINAGE DITCH, 

The Peoria Herald is exercising itself need- 
lessly about the attitude of Chicago in rela- 
tion to the big drainage channel. It alleges 
that Chicago is about to violate its agreement 
fora commercial navigable stream by erect- 
ing stationary bridges over what the paper it- 
self admits is a drainage ditch,” and it pro- 
fesses a desire to warn the people of the IIli- 
nois Valley that the erection of these bridges 
is the firstof a series of attempts on the part 
of the Chicago Drainage Commissioners to 
destroy the commercial features of the water- 
way. The Herald charges that Chicago will 
work to see that the law is amended, and 
“there are evidences that she is at work 
now.“ Then it goes on to tell that Chicago 
has two or three candidates for Senator, but 
does not expect to elect one of them, and has 
a candidate for Speaker of the House, but 
does not expect that he will be made Speaker. 
According to that sheet Chicago eg pects to be 
able, with her enormous vote in the Legisla- 
ture, to make a trade by which the burden 
of taxation in the matter of drainage will be 
relieved, and unless the people of the valley 
are alert this bargain wili be made under their 
eyes. 

There is no good ground for the agitation 
thus displayed. The people of Chicago, who 
are paying the bills for the construction of 
the big drainage ditch, do not want to evade 
any iegitimate responsibility, They are will- 
ing to do all they have agreed to do, but they 
do not recognize any necessity for construct- 
ing alot of huge swing bridges across the 
channel many years in advance of the time 
when it can be used, as talked of by the Her. 
ald, if that time ever arrives. The dream of 
that paper cannot be realized till after the 
United States Government has expended well 
towards a bundred million dollars, it taking 
up the work where Chicago leaves off and 
carrying it down the valley into and along 
the Mississippi. When that is. done, if ever, 
there will bea navigable stream, the use of 
which might be hampered and interfered with 
by stationary bridges thrown across it. But 
there is no certainty even as to that, for the 
use of steam power is extending every year 
and there may be no such thing as a sailing 
vessel to navig ate the waterway by the time 
the improvement is completed on the scale 
Claimed to be desired by the inhabitants of 
the valley. 

Previous to that time, however, there will 
be no use for bridges to open for the passage 
of tall-masted schooners, The stationary 
bridge, set on posts, will furnish all the need- 
ful accommodation for the passage of vehi- 
cles across the stream and not interfere with 
any water craft that it may be practicable to 
send along its course. So there is no present 
necessity for the construction of expensive 
swing bridges and the costly maintenance of 
a forte of men and machinery for turning 
them. It wilt be time enough to undertake 
that additional expense when the occasion de- 
bes it. By that time the stacionary bridges 

it is. proposed to erect will be worn out and 
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ceedingly good man. 


As for any application by the Drainage Com- 
mission to the Legislature at this session 
Tun Trisuns is not apprised of it, but it is 
more likely the Drainage Trustees will ask 
for the power to raise additional money by 
taxation or the sale of bonds than that they 
will request the burden to be made lighter 
than it is under the law now in force, 


Iw a letter to the New York Hvening Post 
Edward Atkinson takes the ground that there 
will be no security against a sudden and se- 
vere rush upon the Treasury for gold until 
Congress provides in an adequate and suitable 
manner for the redemption of legal tender 
notes, Sherman notes, and all other demand 
obligations of the government in a safe and 
suitable manner, nor until Congress takes 
such action as may enable the business com- 
munity to establish a banking system of a 
safe and suitable kind when the government 
ceases to attempt to maintain a great 
bank of issue for which it is totally unfit. 
He calls attention to the fact that all per- 
sons now have the power to demand pay- 
ment of the Treasurer on the demand notes 
of the government, and many of them are 
exercising that power. More and more will 
exercise that power, the wider the growing 
distrust. Under the mandate of the law to 
maintain all the demand obligations of the 
government ata parity on the present ratio 
of silver to gold the executive officers of the 
government have no alternative except to sell 
bonds under the resumption act, and must 
sell them at whatever rate of interest is nec- 
essary up to 5 percent. “If an ineapable 
Congress fails to provide for gradual redemp- 
tion in a manner that will restore confidence 
in the quality of those demand notes, upon 
them will fall the responsibility for what 
may and must ensue.” Tus Trisune adds 
that these are important words of warning 
which should be read and heeded. 


Tun Chairman of the meat and cattle sec- 
tion of the London Chamber of Commerce is 
credited with the making of two statements 
which contradict each other, He says Amer- 
icaas have sent meat to the English markets 
perfectly regardless of the price at which it 
was sold, and then claims the said Americans 
say the British salesman shall be deprived of 
the pound and a quarter allowance in every 
quarter of meat hitherto allowed to compen- 
sate for the loss by shrinkage in transit and 
cutting up, and that the salesman must not 
make such allowance to his customers. The 
Americans would seem to be insisting on the 
full price of the meat without any deduction, 
hence cannot be careless in regard to the 
amount of money they receive for the prop- 
erty. One would think the matter of deduc- 
tion isa thing that will regulate itself, the 
buyer being unwilling to pay the same price 
per pound where no allowance is made for 
shrinkage. Surely the American beef men 
do not control the English markets for meat 
to such an extent as to render this impossi- 
ble. Apparently the real trouble is that na- 
tive grown beef is undersold by that which is 
imported from the United States, this fact 
being favored by cheap rates of transporta- 
tion inland as well as across the Atlantic. 
Anyway it is absurd to insinuate that the 
American exporters of meat willingly arrange 
to have the stuff sold at a loss to themselves. 
They do not do business on that plan if they 
cap help it. 


Tue corrupting effects of the spoils system 
are illustrated by a remark made yesterday 
by Senator Cockrell. He was asked what he 
thought of a proposition to apply civil service 
rules to the consular service. His reply was 
that he was opposed to jt. He thought the 
civil service “humbug system” had been 
carried too far, much farther than Congress 
intended it should that both Presidents 
Cleveland and Harrison exceeded their duty 
and authority in this respect.”” Every exten- 
sion of the civil service law has mét with 
warm public approval. Thereis not an in- 
telligent man who does not know that the 
consular ‘offices ought to be taken out of poli- 
tics, so that the value of that service to the 
public may be increased greatly. But this 
Missouri Senator cares nothing for what the 
people think nor for the efficiency of the 
public service. He does not want to be de- 
prived of an opportunity to distribute a few 
consulships and other offices among his sup- 
porters when his party is in power. He wante 
spoils, not efficiency. Unhappily he is not 
the only Senator or Representative who thinks 
so, and for that reason civil service reform 
has progressed by means of Presidential and 
not of Congressional action. There isa bill 
pending now to take the postoffices out of 
politics, but who dreams that it will pass as 
long as Senators can use postoffices to buy 
newspaper support and a reélection? These 
offices are the Senatorial sinews of war in 
Illinois as well as in Missouri.

Panis, Jan. 9.—A newapaper of this city 
announces the death at Nice of Franklin John- 
son, son of the cashier of the First National 
Bank of Booneville, N. Y., under suspicious 
circumstances, The young man, it would 
seem, arrived at Nice about two weeks ago 
and went to Monte Carlo, where he was plied 
with wine, drugged, and robbed of over $900.

Boowrv LE. N. ., Jan. 9.—Albert Johnson, 
cashier of B. C. Thompson & Co.'s Bank, this 
afternoon said the story regarding the drugging 
ard robbing of bis son at Nice, France, as ro- 
ported in a Paris paper, is substantially correct. 
As to the details of the affair Mr. Johnson knows 
nothing. He is awaiting a letter from the 
United States Consul at Nice, who has been 
in communication with the police authorities of 
that place. He understands the French police 
are investige*ing the story of the administration 
of drugs to young Johnson with the view of as- 
certaining if it had anything to do with his death. 
Franklin Johnson is not known to have had any 
American acquaintances at Nice. He was a man of 
great experience, having traveled extensively, 
and it is not believed that he would be easily led 
away by rangers desirous of robbing him. A 
Jetter received by Mr. Johnson from his son after 
the rœreipt of the telegram announcing his de- 
mise said he had been robbed and he was rapidly 
failing. No further details of the affair were 
given.

FOR A NEW CONSULATE IN 


ARMENIA. 


Represestative Hitt Makes a Successful 
Appeal in the House. 

Wasuinetos. D. C., Jan. 9,—[Special. |— 
While the House was discussing the diplo- 
matic appropriation bill today Representative 
Hitt made a successful appeal in behalf of a 
consulate at Harpootin Turkey. In support- 
ing his amendment he said the consulate was 
necessary, as it was the closest city of any 
considerable size to the scene where men, 
women, and children, for religious convic- 
tions, were recently murdered. Hiv appeal 
was in response to the petition of American 
missionaries in that country. At present the 
British Consu!-General has standing instruc- 
tions to give his kind offices to American citi- 
zens in trouble. Mr. Hitt said the Consul 
would have as much power and authority as 
the American Consul in London, and es the 
represei. tative of the government his protests 
would be heeded when missionaries are disre- 
garded and their rights trampled on. After 
some discussion Mr. Hitt’s amendment was 
adopted. Inthe Senate the Committee on 
Foreign Relations authorized Senator Frye to 
report an amendment to the diplomatic ap- 
propriation providing for the stationmg of 
Consuls at Erzeroum and Harpoot in Armenia. 


Waxiris Surrounded at Jandula. 

CaLcurTa, Jan. 9.—-A flying column of the 
Waziristan expedition surprised the insurgent 
Waziris at Jandula. The enemy was surrounded 
and 3,000 head of cattle were captured. Lieut. 
Lockhart, a nephew and aid-de-camp of Maj. 
Gen. Sir W. S. A. Lockhart, commander of the 
Panjab frentier force, who is commanding the 
expedition, was accidentally shot dead by an 
officer’s servant.

GERRY WANTS THE WHIPPING POST 
RESTORED IN NEW YORK. 


Designed Chiefly for Wife-Beaters and 
: Milder Forms of Crime=Bill Prepared 
by Commodore Gerry to Be Intro- 
duced in the Legisiature<Tie Up 
Threatened of the Surface Roads in 
Brooklyna=W. W. Astor Arrives Gen- 
eral News from the Eastern Metropolis. 


New Yors, Jan. 9.— [Special.] — The whip- 
ping-post will be restored in this State if 
Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry and the pow- 
erful society of which he is the head have in- 
fluence enough to prevail on the Legislature 
to restore it. Mr. Gerry has his bill all pre- 
pared, and he read it at a meeting of the 
Section on Pubdlic Health of the Academy of 
Medicine this evening. He said it would be 
introduced in both Houses of the Legisiature 
at once. 

The doctors had met to listen to a paper by 
Dr. Andrew F. Currier on Corporal Punish- 
meat for Certain Forms of Crime,“ Dr, 
Currier recommended the whippmg-post for 
wife-beaters. Mr. Gerry spoke after Dr. 
Currier. He agreed that wife-beaters should 
be taken to the whipping-post. He said, 
however, that men who were found to have 
abused little girls could only be dealt with 
through flogging, and that it was much more 
important to reach them than even the wife- 
beaters. His bill covers both classes, He 
said it was not all he desired, but he thought 
it was as broad a bill as could be passed at 
this time. 

The bill provides that any person who is 
convicted of a felony which involves injury to 
the person of the victim, may, in the discre- 
tion of the court, be sentenced to not only the 
penalties now provided by the law, but to be 
flogged. The number of strokes is not to ex- 
ceed forty, and are to be administered on the 
bare back with a whip or lash. Such punish- 
ments are to be administered in the prisons 
by the warden or some other prisou officer, 
and in the presence of the prison physician or 
some other recognized physician. 

It is further provided that each and every 
punishment inflicted shall be recorded by a 
sworn certificate as to the number of blows,

New Yorx, Jan, 9.~—An_ extraordinary 
scene was enacted at the new Criminal Court 
Building and the Tombs this evening, Pas- 
quale Doti, an ice-cream maker, was convict- 
ed in Oyer and Terminer of murder in the 
econd degree for the killing of Rocco Petrel- 
lio Oct, 21 last.

Rowan and 
Capt. Schuettler will brmg Maj.“ Sampson 
back to Chicago on requisition papers, though 
Schuettler was un his way to Florida on leave 
of absence. I begin to think that we shall 
soon have all the members of the gang. Iam 
particularly glad at the news of Sampson’s 
arrest, because it will help to remove the re- 
proach, partially at least unjust, under which 
the police have been laboring in this matter. 
Not longer ago than this morning a newspa- 
per printed the statement that Sampson was 
in Chicago and was seen daily about well- 
known sporting resorts.“ 

‘*] think there is plenty of evidence to con- 
vict Sampson, said Assistant State’s-Attor- 
ney Bottum. iI don’t know that he is di- 
rectly involved in the killing of Colliander. 
but the indictments against him are all for 
assault with intent to kill the night of election 
day. 

Major Sampson is now 33 years old, 
tall and peculiarly erect in figure, with rather 
a good face. At the age of 10 he first became 
kuown asasneakthief and all his life has 
been spent in shifting from one field of crim- 
inal operations to another, 


HOW “MAJOR” SAMPSON WAS CAPTURED. 
Criminals 


Came in a Dreenet fer Petty 
Set in New Orleans. 

New Orxeans, La., Jan. 9.—[Specidl.]— 
The most surprised man in the city this morn- 
ing was John Sampson when Capt. H. F, 
Schuettler of the Thirteenth Precinct of Chi- 
cago walked into the First Police Station and 
identified him as an all-around crook, a 
murderer, and a man mucb wanted in Chi- 
cago. John Sampson is also known as 
“The Major’’ in Chicago. It has been 
known several days that there was 
a gang of pickpockets and sharpers in the 
city. A few minutes after ‘the arrival of the 
early Illinois Central train Detective Kerwin 
noticed a tall, well-dressed man standing 
about the depot. This was Sampson. The 
Major was booked under the name 
ot ohn J. Shaw. The detectives 
also caught men who gave their names 
as Dowling and Reynolds. All three are 
from Chicago. As soon as Messrs. Sampson, 
Dowling, and Reynolds were placed under ar- 
rest Capt. Schuettler was telephoned. As 
soon as he entered the cell Sampson ex- 
claimed: ‘**Great heavens! There is Capt. 
Schuettler. I'm a goner.“ Capt. Schuettier 
replied: How are you, Major?” But the 
Major did not admit he knew Schuettler. 

After the identification an affidavit was 
made against Sampson by Detective Kerwin 
and he was, along with Dowling and Reyn- 
olds, arraigned before Judge Whitaker, 
Sampson charged with being a fugitive from 
justice. Capt. Schuettler testified that Samp- 
son had been charged with the murder of Gus 
Colliander in Chicago, and for this crime hud 
an indictment hanging over him; was an ex- 
convict guilty of participation in all kinds of 
crime. Sampson grew nervous und suddenly 
exciaimed: “Why not hang me at once and 
be done with it?“ 

Chris Leberti, a groceryman, was wanted 
to identify Sampson as the man who had 
cheated him out of $20. Leberti exclaimed: 
That is the fellow... 

Judge Whitaker remanded Sampson to the 
parish prison without the benefit of bail to 
await the action of the Chicago police. A re- 
porter called and asked him what he had to 


say. 

Nothing at all” was his brief reply. 
Effort to secure an expression from him was 
unavailing. Capt. Schuettler said: There 
is not a man in Chicago more wanted than 
Sampson. He has figured in the criminal 
annals of that city for years, ever since he 
was a boy, in fact. He has 
two indictments hanging over him 
already, with others yet to be heard from 
doubtiess. Besides this he has been guilty of 
almost every crime under the sun from mur- 
der to stealing a pocket handkerchief, I shail 
await here instructions from Chicago. I guess 
requisition papers will be necessary. I asked 
him if he would go with me without requist- 
tion papers, but he replied that he did not 
know me.“

PECULIAR PROTEST OF MR. PERKINS. 


He Doesn't Want the Fast Mail Trains to 
Carry Chicago Papers. 

Wasurnoeton, D. C., Jan. 9.—After the de. 
feat of the currency bill today the House then 
settled quietly down to the consideration of 
the diplomatic appropriation bill, which was 
passed. The postoffice appropriation bill was 
then taken up. Mr. Perkins (Rep., Ia.) en- 
tered a protest against the manner in which 
the fast mail trains going West were held at 
Chicago to give the papers of that city 
an opportunity to get out early mail editions. 
They were destroying, he said, all but the lo- 
cal circulation of the papers in lowa and Ne- 
braska. Mr. Hopkins (Rep., III.) contended 
the Chicago papers simply took advantage of 
the fast mails, and in no wise dictated their 
time schedules, 

Mr. Caruth (Dem., Ky.) took occasion dur- 
ing the debate to expose the alieged scheme 
to reduce letter postage from two to one cent. 
The National Postage Union, of which Ly- 
man J. Gage of Chicago was Treasurer, he 
said, was pushing the movement. Through 
the agencies of that union, he said, contracts 
were everywhere made with business-men by 
which one-haif postage saved during a year 
was to be turned over to the promoters of the 
scheme if it carried. Mr. Caruth estimated 
the promoters would divide $5,000,000 if 
the bill was passed, as the reduction of post- 
age from two to one cent wouid save letter 
senders $25,000,000 annually. 

Mr. Hatch then sustained the point of order 
made against Mr. Quigg’s amendment to 
allow the publication of the L. A. W. to go 
through the mails as second-class rates. 
Without amendment tive postoffice appropria- 
tion bill was then passed and the House ad- 
journed.

MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR OF KANSAS. 


It Ig Devoted Largely to a Discussion of 
the Liquor Traffic. 

Topeka, Kas., Jan. 9.— [Special.] — The 
long-heralded message of Gov. Lewelling to 
the Kansas Legislature was delivered si- 
multaneously to both Houses at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. The first half consisted of rec. 
omendations of needed legislation along lines 
which have been traversed many times be- 
fore, but which have not been heeded by the 
two lawmakmg bodies. The latter portion of 
the message is devoted to the discussion of 
the Populist theories. He calls attention to 
the matuting of $700,000 in State bonds 
during the next four years and cautious econ- 
omy. Property should be assessed at its real 
value, says the Governor, who gives in detail 
his plan for this result. He fuvors excluding 
foreign insurance companies from the State. 
Continuing he says: 

The people have no longer the isolated saloon 
to combat, but must grapple with a gigantic 
whisky trust. Public sentiment in our principal 
cities nullifies the prohibitory law; business-men 
believe the liquor twaffic helps iness; tax- 

ayers believe license from saloons would 
ighten taxation; jandlords believe saloons 
would fill now tenart rooms; fashionable 
clubs are establi where liquor is dispe 
It is not whisky but eee oe 
which the war has now to be waged. Such a war 
can only be waged by taking all profit out of the 
liquor traffic. This can be done only by having 
the government become the sole dispenser of 
liquors, selling them at actual cost. Prohibitory 
methods may be the best methods for the present 
but recent experience indicates that this law was 
not intended to operate upon ail classes alike. 
The prohibitory amendment will remain part of 
our Constitution until superseded by nationaliza- 
tion of the liquor traffic. Eventually the traffic 
will be foreed to submit to the popular will. 

The Senaterial contest becomes more com- 
plicated each day.

MICHIGAN OFFERS A NEW CAUCUS LAW, 


The State May Also Require Voters to Be 
Able to Read and Write English. 
Lansine, Mich., Jan. 9.—({Special. ]—Sen- 
ator McLaughlin of Detroit today gave notice 
that he will introduce a bill which proposes a 
caucus law for all cities having a population 
of 20,000 or more. It provides a secret bal- 
lot in booths and the holding of caucuses by 
precincts, all precinct caucuses to be held 
the same day. from 3:30 to 7 p. m. Any 
precinct failing to hold a caucus shall not be 
represented at the convention. Notices of 
the caucuses are to be given as now provided 
for elections, and no person whose name does 
not appear in the registration list of the last 
election shall be permitted to vote at the cau- 
cus uniess he takes oath that he moved 
into the precinct since the last elec- 
tion. If he swears falsely he shall be 
subject to the penalty provided tor perjury. 
The bill provides that no two parties shal! be 
rmitted to hold caucuses on the same day. 
No o person elected a delegate at the caucus 
vo a proxy. All vacancies shall be 
tilled = a majority vote of the precinct dele- 
gation. The tirst appropriation bills intro- 
duced ask for $40,000 for each of the yeurs 
oe and 1896 for the agricultural college 
and $6, 000 per year for the support of 
farmers’ institutes. A bill was introduced ap- 
ropriating $20,000 for the mining school at 
oughton until the regular appropriation is 
avaiiable.

CARLISLE VIRTUALLY ABANDONS HOPE. 


He Sees No Hope for His Mangied Bill in 
Ite Present Shape. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 9.—At the con- 
ference in the Speakers private office Mr. 
Carlisle expressed regret that the rule had 
been defeated, and he shared the view of 
others present that the defeat closed the pros- 
pects for the currency bil! in its present form. 
The result was a surprise to him, for the Sec- 
retary had not shared the doubts of House 
leaders up to the time of the rote. He had 
expected that amendments would be sug- 
gested which would overcome the opposition 
of certain elements, and make the passage of 
the bill possible. Now that the rule wag 
defeated, Mr. Carlisle agreed with the Heuge 
leadera that it was desirable to let the bill 
regst fora time. He did not suggest any new 
measure or ary material changes in the pres- 
ent one. It appeared to be the idea, how- 
ever, that efforts should be directed toward 
learning the objection: of those Democrats 
who bad voted against the rule in order that 
these objections might be overcome if possi- 
ble. After the conference Mr. Springer said 
that while some concessions might be made in 
the interest of harmony, yet no concession 
could be made on the basis of giving the sil- 
ver men everything they wanted. If Mr.

GERMANY HAS NO CAUSE TO COMPLAIN, 


False Pretenses in Regard te 
American Cattle. 

Wasnincton, D. C., Jan. 9.— The special 
agent of the Agricultural Department who 
has been investigating the conditions of our 
dressed beef and live cattie trade with Ger- 
many has made his report to Secretary Mor- 
ton. He shows conclusively as a result of 
careful inquiry on the part of consignees, 
butchers, and even some of the veterinarians 
themselves, that both the dressed beef and the 
cattle received from this country were of ex- 
ceptionally good quality. The only eriticism 
offered was from some of the retail butchers, 
who said that some it was almost too fat to 
give perfect satisfaction. For every shipment 
the consignees were furnished in advance 
with a certificate from the German Consul in 
this country that all the meat shipped 
had been officially inspected by the Federal 
authorities and on arrival every quarter was 
found to be provided with the official tag 
showing inspection by American veterinarians. 
The wholesale butchers would, he says, rather 
do their own killing than to have beef come 
overdressed. The report iutimates that the 
grounds of protection are regarded by many 
persons in Hamburg as a mere subterfuge to 
gratify the Agrarian party. In discussing 
shipments of live cattle the agent reports that 
in tne case of the sixteen head showing sigas 
of sickness and which had to be killed the 
actual nature of the disease was unknown to 
the veterinarians, who at first attributed the 
ailment to the use of impure water. 

Parties interested in the live stock trade at 
Hamburg sent veterinarians to Great Britain 
to obtain further information about Tenes 
fever and the necessary precautions taken hy 
English authorities to prevent the spread of 
the disease to American cattie landed in 
British ports. The report shows that they 
have returaed to Hamburg, and declare the 
prohibitive regulations adopted in Germany 
to be quite uncalled for. Butchers are report- 
ed unanimously of the opinion that the Amer- 
ican cattle were better in quality than any 
they had killed during twenty years, and, 
moreover, that there was not one case in a 
hundred where any part showed evidence of 
disease. The agent reports that the price of 
first quality American beef to the butchers 
ranges from $13.75 to $14.50 per head, 
dressed, which is from $2.50 to $3 less per 
hundred than German or Danish meat of in- 
ferior quality. ; 

The commission merchants and wholesale 
butchers are now making efforts to induce the 
German Government to allow the import of 
Canadian cattle shipped from Halifax. Ft is 
conceded that Germany must seek other than 
European sources of supply. From 1,800 to 
2,500 head of cattie are slaughtered weekly 
at Hamburg, the greater portion of this su 
ply coming from Denmark. With the with: 
drawal of prohibition a market could be found 
for from 1,000 to 1,200 head of cattle per 
week in Hamburg. The report concludes 
with the prediction that even if prohibition 
should be revoked there remain many other 
ways by which the trade American cattle 
may be hindered, such as l restrictions or 
local prohibition. Moreover, to extend the 
trade throughout Germany, either in dressed 
meats or live cattle imported and slaughtered 
at Hamburg, great improvement in Ger- 
man railroad service must be awaited as the 
trains are not properly equippea for carrying 
goods at a low temperature. 

Senator Peffer, from the Committee on Ag- 
riculture, today reported the House bill pro- 
viding for the inspection of live cattle which 
are subjects of inter-State commerce, with 
an amendment requiring the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture to cause all condemned carcasses to 
be tanked or otherwise disposed of so as to 
prevent their transportation from one State 
to another.

SILVER ADHERENTS STAND IN THE WAY. 


Will Block Any Financial Rill That 
Doesn’t Provide for Cheap Dollars. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 9.—Representa- 
tive Bland, the exponent of the silver element 
ot the House wu aided in the defeat of the 
bill, said: The vote undoubtedly means the 
abandonment of all hope to pass the Carlisle 
bill in its present form. But it is too soon to 
say that it ends the possibility of any legisia- 
tion by this Congress. As long as the effort 
is made to give a monopoly to national banks 
ang.exe'ude silver the plan will be fought.” 

The views of Mr. Bland and his associates 
led many members to believe that the reverse 
of today might yet be turned into victory by 
making concessions to the silver men. Their 
votes would be much more than sufficient to 
carry the rule and the bill. It would be such 
a radical step, however, in bringing silver 
into the question that the conservative men 
did not regard the pian as feasible. It was, 
however, the main topic of prospective 
action. On the Republican side the opinion 
was generat that the defeat of the rule ended 
all. chance of currency legislation in this 
Congress. 

Mr. Reed would not enter into a detailed 
discussion on the turn of affairs. 

Representative Tracey (Dem., N. Y.) said: 
It is evident that as this House is made up 
no effort can be made to improve financial 
conditions of the country exvept by a union 
of a portion of the Democratic party and a 

rtion of the Republican party. It is use- 
ess to attempt to unite the Democratic 
party on any financial plan. The test vote 
today was probably larger in favor of the bill 
than any vote on the bill itself would be and 
the committee probably recognizes this. On 
this occasion the Republicans have appeared 
to have preferred to ally themselves with the 
faction of the Democracy representing un- 
sound financial views.”’ 

The Republican leaders of the House assert 
they haji agreed to offer no parliamentary 
obstruction to a vote whatever if they had 
been permitted to vote first on the ninth and 
tenth sections of the bill. Mr. Reed was on 
his feet for recognition with the draft of a 
rule in his hand providing for a vote on 
the bill accoraing to this plan—that is: voting 
for the ninth and tenth sections first. The 
Republieans would have voted for this rule. 
Mr. Walker of Massachusetts, who had led 
the Republican opposition. had determined to 
withdraw his bill, which he had previously 
notified the House he would offer as a sub- 
stitute, and which was the only plan proposed 
by a Republican. He says also that no amend- 
ments would have ae offered to the Car- 
lisle bill by the Republicans, although all of 
them would have voted against the bill, 

The collapse is complete,“ said Mr. 
Walker, speaking ok the day's events. There 
will de no financial legislation by this Con- 
gress unless the Senate sends a bill to the 
House, wnich seems improbable. Twenty or 
twenty-five members voted for the previous 
question who would not have voted for the 
bill, All of the Republicans would have voted 
for the previous question if the rule had pro- 
vided for voting on the ninth and tenth sec- 
tions of the bill first. ‘These sections logically 
came first, and amendments could not have 
well been offered unless their fate was decided 
at the beginning/ of the voting. The bill, on 
its merits would not have received two out of 
five votes in the House on au average. 

When the possibility of the Republican Con- 
gress.being called into extra session was 
spoken of Mr. Walker said: “If Congress 
gives ample authority, and gives it wisely, to 
the Secretary of the Treasury to issue bonds 
both to maintain gold payments and supply 
the Treasury deficiency an extra session may 
be avoided, but at a great expense to the gov- 
ernment at present and ultimately in need- 
lessly high rates of interest on the bonds is- 
sued. If the Treasury is given no additional 
authority for the issuance of bonds, with the 
prevailing want of confidence in the manage- 
ment of national finances by the administra. 
tion, it will injure the business interests of 
the country, and I fear an extra session will 
have to be called.“

"WPATHY TOUCHING THE LABOR BILL. 


Membersofthe House Disappointed Anent 
the Lack of Interest. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 9.—Disappoint- 
ment is felt by the members of the House who 
favor the arbitration bill over the lack of 
interest manifested by the parties most at- 
fected by it. Before the holidays invitations 
were sent to many prominent labor leaders, 
officials of railroad organizations, and rail- 
road“marnates to present their views to the 
Committee on Labor.

The attention of Congress is directed to the fol- 
lowing statement contained in a communication 
addressed to the Hawaiian Government by the 
representatives of Great Britain: We propose 
to inform the British Government of your inquiry 
Necker Island or some other uninhabited island 
on condition that no subsidy be required from 
vou. As we explained, we have not felt at lib- 
erty to entertain that question ourselves, as we 
were delinitely instructed rot to ask for tne sov- 
éreignty of any island, but only for a lease sim- 
ply for rpose of the 6. hope the 
Congress will see fit to grant the request of the 
Hawaiian Government and that our consent to

Walker’s Difficulty with WI. 


The issue between the Admiral and the Min- 
ister is made piain by the following extract 
from a letter from Secretary Gresham to 
Minister Willis, dated Aug. 31, and the Min- 
ister’s reply: 

Avery remarkable dispatch from Rear-Admiral 
Walker, dated At Sea, Aug. 17, and reporting 
events at Honolulu up to the date of his depart- 
ure on the 12th, has been communicated to me 
by the Secretary of the Navy for my information. 
I inclose a copy for your perusal, The apprehen- 
stons of the Admiral do not seem to bave 
shared by you sufficiently to warrant your ro- 
porting the petition for the retention of the Phil- 
adelphia, which was add to you as well as 
to the naval commander; and. it is trusted that 
your reported concurrence in officer's views 
will be found due to some misapprehension.

Mr, Willis’ reply to Mr. Gresham is dated 
at Honolulu, Sept. 20, and reads in part as 
follows: 

After a lengthy statement seriously refiect 
upon the late British Minister and the command- 
ing officer of the Champion, and expressing such 
apprehensions touching the political situation 
here as necessitated the retention of the Phila- 
delphia, the Admiral says: Before reaching this 
conclusion (to post e the Philadelphia's de- 
parture) I consulted with the United States Min- 
ister. whose views entirely coincided with my 
own.” Your dispatch indicates that these words 
of the Admiral have been given a wider meaning 
than could have been intended by bim. A brief 
recital of the factf may therefore be proper. The 
5th day of August I was informed by the Admiral 
that he would leave with the Philadeiphia 
the 8th.™ The 6thOthe British Minister. 
Maj. Wodehouse, having been succeeded by Mr. 
Hawes, made his farewell official visit to this 
legation, dur which he mentioned the fact 
that the Champion had intended to leave on that 
day, but some of the English residents had be- 
come nervous when they heard the Philadelphia 
was also to leave, and yielding to their request 
the Champion would remain until the Hyacinth 
arrived. The same morning I made a peewee 
call on the officers of the Philadeiphia, when the 
Admiral told me several citizens had — 
their regret at the departure of the Phila 
before the arrival of the Charleston. which vessel 
was daily expected. Ho also expressed some sur- 
prise at the change of plans of the Champion. In 
view of these facts he asked my opinion in regard 
to the detention of the Philadelphia. I replied 
that as the steamer Australia was due here 
Aug. 11, at 8 a. m., which would probably bring 
correct advices as to the Charleston's movements, 
I saw no réason, if not in conflict with his order 
(as to the nature of which I was not informed), 
why the Philadelphia should not wait until then. 
When the Australia arrived 1 immediately no- 
tified the Admiral that no news warranting his 
further stay had been received. He left the next 
morning. Itis this conversation and the unini- 
portant resuit following it, with which ‘the .Ad- 
miral connects me. The statement as to the con- 
duct and sentiments of the British Minister and 
Captain of the British cruiser, and especialiy as 
to their purpose to land troops for political ad- 
vantage, and the dangers resulting therefrom to 
Ameriean interests, I cannot confirm, either from 
personal knowledge or reliable information. 
called upon to express an opinion I should be 
constrained to say that during the last six months, 
and especially since the proclamation of the ro- 
public, the presence or absence of the British war 
vessels here ought to have been regarded with in- 
difference by our government as it is now by this 
government. The ‘petition of citizens”’ referred 
to by the Admiral I did not receive until the day 
after our conversation. The conditions here for 
many months had en extremely orderly and 
peaceful. As stated by the petition itself there 
was no reason to doubt the ability of the gov- 
ernment of the Republic of Hawaii to support 
and sustain itself and furnish full protection to 
the lives and property of all residents in its ter- 
ritory.“ In this opinion even the encmies of the 
government concurred. - Furthermore, on the day 
after receiving the petition Mr. Hateh, the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, expressed to me his re- 
gret that it had been sent, as those he represented 
welcomed the opportunity to prove to the world 
that they were able to take care of themselves. 
These I deemed sufficient reasons for not for- 
warding the petition. ALBERT S. WILLIS.

SENATORS TO ATTACK THE PROBLEM. 


Voorhees Calles His Finance Committee 
Together for Consultation, 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 9.—Many of the 
Democratic Senators received the announce- 
ment of the adverse vote on the currency bill 
as u summons to the Senate to take the ques- 
tion up and find a way out of the difficulties 
with which the country finds itself confront- 
ed. Senator Voorhees took the first step for 
the formal consideration of the matter by is- 
suing a call for a meeting of the Finance 
committee to be held tomorrow afternoon at 
2 o’cloek with the hope thatan exchange of 
views on the part of members of the commi t- 
tee will indicate general lines upon which a 
bill may be framed which weuld stand a 
chance of receiving the approval of the com- 
mittee and of the Senate. It is also under- 
stood Senator Vest hasin mind the outline 
ofa plan for a bill which he may submit to 
the committee and which may prove the basis 
of future action. The two principal features 
of the plan are: 

1. To authorize the issuance of a sufficient 
number of low-rate bonds to retire the 6348. 
000,000 worth of greenbacks. 2. To provide for 
the purchase and coinage of a sufficient quantity 
of silver to increase the silver issuance to $750,- 
000,000. which would be an increase of about 
$150,000,000. 

This is suggested as a compromise upon 
which the bond advocates and the silver men 
can agree, but the scheme has not met with 

entral favor so far as it has-been canvassed. 

me of the silver Senators—notably the Re- 
publican silver Senators—have taken the po- 
sition that they will accept nothing short of a 
provision for unlimited silver coinage. They 
will not insist upon free coinage at a ratio of 
16 to 1, but are willing to allow the govern- 
ment a liberal seigniorage. They will not 
agree, however, that any limit shali be piaced 
upon the amount to be received on the terms 
agreed upon. Itis not known how the Fi- 
nance committee will stand upon this propo- 
sition, but the silver men believe a poll of the 
committee will showa majority friendly to 
that metal. 

The Republican members of the Finance 
committee do not regard the outlook as prom- 
ising for any action. ä 

Senator Brice was in consultation with the 
President for two hours yesterday on the cur- 
rency bill. Mr. Brice, it is understood, 
pointed out various phases of the question as 
they presented themselves to him, as a busi- 
ness-nan. He dwelt especially upon the 
possible lack of wisdom in enacting a law 
providing for a low rate bond and repealing 
the existing law. Under the present law,” he 
said to Mr. Cleveland, you have the power 
to sell an unlimited num @r 
5 cent bonds. There has 
some disposition to question this 
thority, but it has been exercised 
and it has not been questioned by Congress.
